FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES OF QIRA-AT Ibn Kathlr, In 

Reference to Hafs’s Recitation and Upon Evidences from Ash- 

Shdtibiyydh, The verses from Ash-Shatibiyyah that concern the 
tajweed rules of Ibn Kathlr’S Recitation will be written in Arabic 
and in blue text. 

Imam Qasim ibn Ahmad Ash-ShatibI (d. 548 A.H.) wrote a poem, 
consisting of 1173 couplets, about the seven authentic Mutawatir 
Qira-at, which he called Hirz al-Amanl wa Wajh at-Tahanl, it is 
better known as the Shdtibivvdh . 
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2) Ibn KathTr Al-Makki : He is Abu Mi“bad “Abd Allah Ibn Kathlr ibn 
“Umar Al-Makki, born in Makkah in 45 A.H. and died 120 A.H. He was 
known to be eloquent and fluent in the Arabic language and its usage. 

Ibn Kathlr was known to have a tranquil disposition and a large stature. 
He was among the generation of the Successors. He met some 
Companions, such as Anas ibn Malik, Abu Ayyub Al-Ansari and 
“Abdullah ibn Az-Zubayr. He learned the Qur-an from the early 
Successors, such as “Abdullah ibn As-Sa-ib (who learned the Qur-an 
from “Umar Ibn Al-Khattab and Ubay ibn Ka“ab), Mujahid ibn Jabr (d. 
103 A.H.), and Dirbas, the slave of Ibn “Abbas. Dirbas learned the Qur¬ 
an from Ibn “Abbas, who learned it from Zayd ibn Thabit and Ubay ibn 
Ka“ab, who both learned it from the Prophet (PBUH). 

Imam ash-ShafiT (d. 204 A.H.) used to recite the qira-ah of Ibn Kathlr, 
and once remarked, “We were taught the qira-ah of Ibn Kathlr, and we 
found the people of Makkah upon his qira-ah.” 

The two primary RawTs who learned the qira-ah of Ibn Kathlr indirectly, 
via his students, and preserved it, are Al-BazzI and Qumbul. 

i) Al-BazzJ : He is Abul Hasan Ahmad ibn Abdullah ibn Al-Qasim ibn 
Nafi“ ibn Abl Bazzah Al-Makki (170-250 A.H.). He was the mu-adth- 
dthin at the Masjid al-Haram at Makkah, and the leading qari of Makkah 
during his time. 

ii) Qumbul : He is Abu “Amr Muhammad ibn “AbdurRahman ibn Khalid 
Al-Makki, (195-291 A.H.). He was the leading Qari of the Hijaz. He was 
also one of the teachers of Abi Bakr ibn Mujahid (d. 324 A.H.), the 
author of Kitab al-Qira-at.

The dal in the verse is a letter code that indicates ibn Kathlr uses only 
one way to make wasl at the end of one surah with the beginning of the 
following surah, and that is with the basmalah .The only exception would 
be joining the end of surat al-Anfal with surat at-Tawbah, since there is 
no basmalah at the beginning of surat at-Tawbah. Instead, all the reciters 
either make a short pause (sakt) or connection (wasl).

Ha-ul-Kinayah, the direct object pronoun ha that denotes a single, male, 
3rd person. It is not part of the original root of a word. The general rule 
for the mutaharrik ha-ul-Kinayah of all the reciters is: 

(i) If it is located between two mutaharrik letters, then its kasrah or 
dammah has to be lengthened with ya or waw of 2 harakat.

In the verse, sama ^ (sky) is a code word that indicates the first 3 
qurra’ of Ash-Shatibiyyah (NafT, Ibn Kathlr and Abu w Amrul Basri).

9. TWO ADJACENT HAMZAHS IN TWO WORDS 



When two hamzahs meet in two words, (i.e. the first hamzah is the last 
letter of the first word and the second hamzah is the first letter of the 
second word) there are different ways of reading these words depending 
on the harakat of the two different hamazat (pi.). 

Some rawls have a special rule regarding these hamazat. 

Rule : The 2 hamzahs in 2 words have an opposite relationship with the 2 
narrators of Naff and Ibn KathTr. In other words, they are in contrast; 
when one pair is in agreement (ittifaq), the other is in disagreement, 
(ikhtilaf) and vice versa. The 2 hamzahs differ or agree in their harakat 
and the 2 narrators differ or agree in dealing with the 1 st or 2nd hamzah. 


(A) When the 2 hamzahs differ in their harakat 


If the 2 hamzahs differ in their vowels, (ikhtilaf harakat), then the 2 
rawls (narrators) of Ibn KathTr agree (muttafiqan) on dealing with the 
2nd hamzah and apply one rule to it. This rule is applicable to the 
recitation of 9 rawls (6 from the Shatibiyyah, meaning the first 3 
qurra’, and 3 rawls from Ad-Durrah, which is a complementary poem 
of the 10 Qira-at by Ibn Al-Jazari, the great imam of this science). 
They agree upon reading the 2nd hamzah by applying this law to it, 
depending on where the fathah vowel is: either the 1st hamzah is 
maftuhah, the 2nd or none of them. 


The Rule 

If the 1st hamzah is maftuhah, then make tas-hll of the 2nd hamzah. 
If the 2nd hamzah is maftuhah, then make ibdal of the 2nd hamzah. 

If none of them is maftuhah, then make ibdal and tas-hll of the 2nd . 
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Ash-ShatibT states in verse 209 that the first 3 imams of the Qira-at: 2^ 
(NafT, Ibn KathTr and Abu w Amr ibn al- w Ala' el-Basri) make tas-hTl of 
the 2nd hamzah if the 1st hamzah is maftuhah.

Note : Ibn KathTr does not make any imalah. He reads with fath, an open 
sound, even for the word that Hafs reads with imalah (l£>>£).
